PARIS (AP)—British and 
French diplomatic spokesmen 
said Tuesday the West has 
agreed to propose a date and 
place for a foreign ministers’ 
meeting with Soviet Russia in 
the near future. 


PARIS (UPHh—British Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan and 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle attained 
“a great measure of sympathy 
and agreement” Tuesday in their 
talks on the West's course in 
the Berlin crisis. 


This was a statement from 
Macmillan himself following a 
lengthy conversation with the 
French President at the Elysee 
Palace. 


The two statesmen talked 
for 90 minutes, Tunched to 
gether, then resumed talks for 
45 minutes. 


Macmilian is scheduled to 
leave for London Tuesday night. 

The British leader got a chilly 
reception on his arrival here 
Monday because of reports that 
he favored a policy of partial 
surrender to Soviet demands in 
Central Europe. 


The political climate warmed 
considerably when Macmillan 
succeeded in convincing Premier 
Michel Debre that Britain is as 
determined as France to stand 
firm against Communist pres- 
sure in Berlin. 


The Prime Minister told 
Debre that his promise during 
Moscow talks with Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev was that 
Britain would “study” the idea 
of withdrawing Big-Four troops 
from Central Europe did not 
mean that he had any idea of 
agreeing to it. 

Macmillan also told French 
leaders that Khrushchev had 
agreed to allow Western 
to remain in Berlin even if it 
were converted into a “free 
city” in compliance with Com- 
munist demands.

ROK Gov't Denies

South Korean Minister to 
Japan Yiu Tai Ha said yester- 
day his Government has refused 
to issue visas for a Japanese 
and an American lawyer who 
were asked to defend Japanese 
fishermen being tried In a Ko- 
rean court. 


Yiu said visa applications 
Monday by Japanese lawyer 
Hidetaka Moriya and American 
lawyer Murray Sprung were 
turned down for two reasons: 

1. Any foreign lawyer who 
takes the floor in a Korean 
court must have passed the Ko- 
rean Bar examination and must 
have permission of the Korean 
court to appear. 


2. President Syngman Rhee’s 
Government cannot guarantee 
their personal safety while they 
are in South Korea. 

Moriya and Sprung were 
selected last week by the Tokyo 
Barristers’ Association to help 
defend 25 Japanese fishermen 
now standing trial in a Puran 
court. The fishermen were ar- 
rested for allegedly violating the 
so-called Rhee Line which ex- 
tends some 60 miles off the Ko- 
rean coast. 


The two lawyers had been is- 
sued passports by the Japanese 
Foreign Ministry. 

There are 153 Japanese fish- 
ermeén presently held prisoner 
in South Korea. The Japan Red 
Cross is seeking the good offices 
of the International Red Cross 
in Geneva for their release,

Japan’s Arguments Presented 


GENEVA (UPI) — Japanese 
Red Cross envoy Masutaro Inoue 
Monday charged that thousands 
of Koreans in Japan did not 
want South Korean nationality 
and were anxious to return to 
North Korea. 

He urged the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
(CICR) to keep that in mind 
when it decides on the Japan- 
ROK repatriation dispute. 

Inoue said an estimated 18,000 
Koreans in Japan (of an esti- 
mated 600,000 total) are of 
North Korean origin and ob 
viously approve Japan’s plans 
to repatriate them to North Ko- 
rea. He said it had been esti- 
mated that the total of those 


who wanted to go might reach 
100,000, 

The Japanese delegate is here 
urging the CICR to assist in the 
repatriations by making sure 
they are on a voluntary basis. 

In a pamphiet entitled “The 
Korean Repatriation Question’ 
distributed to CICR members 
Monday, Inoue said “the choice 
of nationality is entirely free 
to each individual and North 
Koreans will not evidently take 
the nationality of the Republic 
of Korea.” 

“We should keep this point 
in our mind,” he said.

LAFAYETTE, Ind. (UPI)— 
Atomic Energy Commissioner 
Willard F. Libby said Monday 
that the radioactive fallout of a 
nuclear attack could endanger 
the life of a man thousands of 
miles away who stayed outdoors 
for more than an hour. 


Libby’s warning was one of 
the grimmest ever to come from 
a member of the AEC, 


In 1954, after the explosion of 
a hydrogen bomb at Bikini, the 
commisson said the fallout had 
poisoned a 7,000 square-mile 


area, A person exposed to the; 


fallout for more than 36 hours 
might have died, the AEC said 
then, 


Monday, however, Libby said 
the fallout, spreading over 
several thousand square miles, 
would be so intense “that it 
would be hazardous to life to 
stay out in the open for more 
than an hour.” 


“The density would be high 
enough so that farmland in this 
area would be ruined for some- 
thing like 40 years for anything 
except the culture or feed for 
beef cattle or possibly swine,” 
Libby added. 

Despite the deadly fallout 
menace, Libby said, adequate 
civil defense preparations could 
provide an effective protection 
against it.

Firubin Urges ECAFE

BROADBEACH, Australia| 


(AP)—Soviet delegate to ECAFE 
Nicolai Firubin Tuesday urged 
that Communist China should 
be admitted to this commission.

The commission was discuss- 
ing the ECAFE report of the 
economic situation, which quot- 
ed production figures for Com- 
munist China and expressed re- 
servations on the value of these 
statistics. 

US chief representative 
Christopher H. Phillips told the 
delegates from 26 nations the 
U.S. with private and public 
funds expects to continue its 
efforts to assist the economic 
development of the ECAFE area.

Ino Says Japan 
Can Have Missiles 


Equipping Self-Defense 
Forces with Honest John guid- 
ed missiles would not be un- 
constitutional, even if the mis- 
siles had nuclear warheads, Shi- 
gejiro Ino, chief of the Defense 
Agency, said yesterday. 

Ino told newsmen the Honest 
John is solely a _ defensive 
weapons that can be used for 
40 kilometers. The Constitution 
bars Japan from having 
weapons that can be used for 
offense. 

Ino revealed that the Defense 
Agency has requested seven 
types of guided missiles from 
the U.S. for research. Included 
are the Honest John, Nike and 
Sparrow missiles, he said. He 
added that no reply has yet 
been received. 

If the weapons are given to 
this country, the Defense 
Agency would not fit them with 
nuclear warheads at this time, 
Ino said. He said the Govern- 
ment has a fixed policy against 
possessing even the smaller 
types of nuclear weapons. 


Cesium 137 
In Rainfalls 
Measured 


MAEBASHI (Kyodo) — The 
highest monthly content of 
cesium 137, a lethal radioactive 
byproduct of nuclear explosions, 
in rainfalis during the second 
half of the past year in Japan 
was recorded last August. 


This was reported Monday 
by analytical chemists of Gum- 
ma University at Maebashi, 
northwest of Tokyo. 


The university has been very 
active in studying radioactive 
fallout in Japan. 


Although its findings were 
local, they could apply to the 
whole eastern part of Japan, 
including Tokyo. 


According to the report, the 
cesium 137 content in monthly 
rainfalls, measured by square 
kilometers, was 0.35 millicurie 
in July, 0.46 in August, 0.24 in 
September, 0.33 in October, 0.11 
~ November and 0.27 in Decem- 

r. 


The monthly average, when 
computed in annual terms, cor- 
responded to 3 millicurie per 
square kilometer. 

Cesium 137, produced artifi- 
cially through atom or hydrogen 
bomb explosions, accumulates 
in the blood or soft parts of 
the bodies of men and animals 
as compared with strontium-90 
which accumulates in the bones. 

Cesium 137 is believed to af- 
fect chiefly the genital glands 
and to cause genetical troubles.

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Birthday of Frederik IX of Denmark 


By POUL HANSEN 
On his 60th birthday today 
King Frederik of Denmark can 
look back. on a period with 
many happy memories. Since 
he was proclaimed King in 
1947 and took over the duties 
of his father, Christian X, he 
has led a busy life, whether in 
residence at one of his palaces 
or traveling. But he manages 
to find time for private life 
with his family. 
Twenty years ago an old 
man from the west of Jutland, 
in Copenhagen on a visit, went 
up to Amalienborg Palace. He 
had been a guardsman, had 
stood guard for King Frederik 
VIll and for Crown Prince 
Christian, who was now the 
King, at Sorgenfri Palace, He 
wished to see where he had 
done sentry duty as a young 
man in front of the royal 
amg Having found his bear- 

s he entered the palace gate- 
way. He wanted to see the 
King. In the gateway he was 
met by a polite, court official 
who told him: “That is impos- 
sible. The King is ruling, and 
the Queen is out shoppi for 
lunch!” 


Exactly the same scene could 
be enacted today when the 
same King's son, His Majesty 
King Frederik IX, is the reign- 
ing monarch, In the palace of 
Frederik VII at Amalienborg, 
which takes its name from the 
King’s grandfather, and which 
was occupied by King Frederik 
and Queen 7 ‘id on their mar- 
riage, the King performs the 
duties of ruler, head of the 
royal house, and family man. 
It will often happen that while 
the King is engaged in affairs 
of state the Queen will be shop- 


Public Audience 

Tt can also be revealed that 
eve 
cides all the domestic arrange- 
ments, including the day's din- 
ner. It is unlikely that the old 
guardsman would be any more 
successful were he to call at 
the palace one morning now. 


But there is another way of 
doing it.:In Denmark everyone 
has the right to take his prob- 
lems to the King. Twice a 
month the King holds public 
audience at Christiansborg Pal- 
ace, where anyone may attend. 
In the large anteroom gather 
rich and poor, iandowners and 
farmers, Officers and public 
servants. Most of them go to 
return thanks for a royal ap- 
pointment or decoration. But 
many also have a personal re 
quest to make. It is true that 
all callers must state their busi- 
ness to one of the receiving ad- 


jutants or court officials before 


they can be admitted to the 
sudience chamber. Here their 
conversation with the King is 
private. Uniess that problem 
is a general one, the petitioner 
ie usually asked to submit a 
written statement. This direct 
contact between King and 
people is an old one. The tradi- 
tion is closely observed. 


Always Available 


None of the King’s subjects 
need ever be in doubt as to 
where the King and the royal 
family are to found. From 
the autumn to the spring = 
live at Amalienborg. In Apri 
the royal residence is transfer- 
rec to Fredensborg Palace in 
North Zealand. In July the fam- 
ily take up their summer res- 
idence at Graasten Palace near 
Flensborg Fjord. In September 
the residence is floating. All 
the palaces are closed and the 
family live on the royal yacht 
Dannebrog until Fredensborg 
Palace is reopened for a while 
before the resumption ot 
winter residence at Amalier 
borg. Throughout the summer 
the royal yacht makes short 
cruises in home waters. 


It has been said that the 
King reigns daily between 10 
and 12. This is a sweeping as 
sumption. A reigning monarch 
has many so in Denmark at 
least. The King can never be 
sure when the Government will 
want his assistance, because 
that is essential. Wherever he 
may be, the head of State must 
be prepared for the fact that 
the “business” (to use an ex- 
pression of the King’s) does not 


run itself. There is nowheré 
where the King cannot be 
reached. There is nowhere 


where he is not reached on land, 
at sea, at home and abroad, 
by day or by night, The tele-

Visit to Rome 


Every autumn the King .and 
Queen go to Rome. Fhe Eternal 
City is a real experience every 
year. On his first visit the 
King asked to be relieved of 
the police escort. “The less at- 
tention, the more security,” he 
has said of his mingling with 
other tourists in the streets of 
Rome. After Rome comes Lon- 
don, the metropolis which the 
King also rates very highly. 
No one notices him among the 
crowd in Trafalgar Square; no 
one stands and stares at him at 
Madame Tussaud's. 


What form does the King’s 
working day take at home in 
Denmark? His Majesty is an 
early riser. By eight o'clock he 
has usually read all the papers, 
regardiess of their party com- 
plexion. He studies closely 
events at home and abroad. 
Then comes the large, some- 
times very large, morning mail. 
The King reads this himeelf. 
People of all classes and every 
walk of life write to him. Some 
have a question to ask; others— 
often many—a request or a peti- 
tion to make. It may be that a 
letter from a friend or acquaint- 
ance requires an immediate 
reply. In such cases the King 
will often pick up the telephone 
on his desk. 


Looks Over Mall 

It will be obvious that the 
large correspondence includes 
letters about -matters which, 
though for the head of State, 
should first go to one of the 
Ministries or other public au- 
thorities. They are passed on 
at once. But each correspon- 
dent can be sure of getting a 
reply, usually from the Lord 
Chamberlain's or Private Secre- 
tary’s department. 

Every Wednesday the reign- 
ing King’s official duties are 
specially demonstrated. The 
Prime Minister and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs attend in the 
morning to render their reports. 
The King is given a complete 
account of the general political 
situation and foreign affairs. 
This information rounds off the 
knowledge gained in other ways 
and in many cases Includes con- 
fidential news The Chief Aide- 
de-camp and the Captain of the 
Royal Yacht are also received 
on Wednesday mornings. The 
King is the commander in chief 
of the armed forces, and they 
are his Maisons with the army, 
air force, and navy. 

After the morning's work, 
which will often be interrupted 


by official outside duties, it is 
time for the family lunch § in 
which at any rate the young 
heir to the Throne will take 

rt when she is at home. Her

off his hearts, West notes that 
no one is trumping and that 
East is pitch diamonds, So 
after taking his four heart 
tricks he leads diamonds for 
East to ruff. Then, by the use 
of a suit preference, West re- 
gains the lead with the club 
ace, and the second diamond is 
ruffei by East for down two. 

Suit preference is a lead- 
directing play. There are four 
suits, one is trumps and one is 
the suit being played; so two 
suits are left to choose from. 
By playing a lower card you 
call for the lower ranking of the 
two sults and by paying a 
higher card you call for the 
higher ranking suit. (Suits are 
ranked as in bidding.) In this 

case, of course, there was 
nothing left for East to do but 
lead a club, but suit preference 
play is one of the good defen- 
sive weapons. 

Another device is trump echo. 
This is to let your partner know 
whether you have only two 
trumps or three or more. You 
play a higher trump the first 
time and then a lower one to 
indicate you still have more. In 
this case, for instance, East 
should ruff the first time with 
the six spot, and use the five on 
the second round. 


This tells West that East had 
three or more trumps. In this 
case it didn’t matter, but in 
some cases your partner wants 
to know if you can ruff the 
third time. Opponents can see 
this too, however, and you must 
take that into account in decid- 
ing whether you want to use 
the trump echo.

That Tricky Controlled Fade 


It can come in mighty han- 
dy, but the controlled fade is 
tricky. It’s a left-to-right 
shot—but it’s not a  siice! 
Furthermore, it’s a high shot 
which fades left to right in a 
gentile arc and won't bounce 
a mile away from that spot 
you aimed at, 

The whole secret behind a 
successful fade is hitting the 
ball from the outside in. 
Gripping your club, move the 
back of your left hand to a 
spot where it points at the 
line of flight. Place your left 
thumb straight down the 
shaft instead of slightly to the 
side. 

Play the ball opposite the 
left toe, keeping your left 
foot back to open your stance, 
and aim generally for the left 
side of the fairway. The fade 
is played off the right side, 
and the club face is squared 
off at the ball. 

. Make sure the clubhead fol- 


lows the same arc on the way 
down that it did on the way 
up. '

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JETRO Urges

The Japan Trade Promotion 
Agency (JETRO) vesterday re 
commended that Japanese stain- 
less steel tableware makers 
establish a control organ to 
prevent the transshipment of 
their products through third 
countries or through black 
market routes to the United 
States. 

JETRO made the recommen 
dation in a report on its investi- 
gation of Japan's export of stain- 
leas steel tableware to America 
from April 1958 to March this 
year. 


Thé Investigation was aimed 
at obtaining data prior to the 
starting of the U.S. Tariff Com- 
mission’s public hearing on the 
projected U.S. tariff raise on 
Japanese stainless steel table- 
ware, scheduled for April 21. 


According to the JETRO re- 
port, Japanese stainiess steel 
tableware exported to the U.S. 
in the One-year period totaled 8 
million dozens or 28.8 per cent 
of America’s total consumption 
of stainleas.steel tableware for 
that period. 


The figure exceeded by a con- 
siderable margin the voluntary 
uota of 5,500,000 dozens which 
apanese makers fixed. 


In addition, an estimated 3,- 
000,000 dozens more flowed into 
American markets through 
blackmarket routes or in trans- 
shipment from third nations dur- 
ing the period. 

Japanese stainless steel table- 
ware costs an average $29.95 per 
set of 50 as against $39.95 per 
set of 40 of Europear and $45 
per set of 50 of American sets. 

The report also called on 
Japanese makers to establish 
trustworthy sales channels in 
America.

The spokesman said the Phil- 
ippine move was motivated 
by “commercial considerations” 
and the “desire to open nego- 
tiations for a new agreement 
based on the Bermuda con- 
cept.”

GENEVA  (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
A new three-year international 
wheat agreement has been ap- 
proved by the United Nations 
wheat conference, it was official- 
ly announced here Tuesday. 

The new agreement provides 
for a price range of 1.50 to 1.90 
Canadian dollars per bushel. 

An annex lists percentages of 
the 30 importing countries. 
Japan's is fixed at 50 per cent. 

e new agreement replaces 
the present arrangement, which 
expires at the end of July, 
and will be open for signature 

in Washington from April 6 to 
- 24 


The objectives of the new 
agreement have been broadened 
considerably and now include as 
additional objectives the promo 
tion of expanded trade and the 
securing of the freest possible 
flow of trade in the interests of 
all member countries, according 
to Article 1. 

The article also says that it 
aims at overcoming the serious 
hardship caused to producers 
and consumers by burdensome 
surpluses and critical shorta Jes 
‘of wheat. 

Article 4 says: “Each import- 
ing country undertakes that not 
less than the percentage specifi- 
ed for that country in the annex 
to this agreement of its total 
commercial purchases of wheat 
in any crop-year shall be pur- 
chased from exporting countries 
in that year at prices within 
the pr‘'ce range. 

“Exporting countries under- 
take, in association with one an- 
other, that at prices within the 
price range, wheat from their 
countries shall be made avail- 
able for purchases by import- 
ing countries in a crop year in 
quantities sufficient to satisfy

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Revolt in Iraq 


The disturbances in Iraq have occasioned no surprise 
for it has been apparent for some weeks past that some 


further trouble was brewing. 


The country is clearly full 


of factional strife, open or barely concealed, and external 
pressures are in constant evidence. 

Apart from minor causes of division among the popula- 
tion, three camps are at work endeavoring to promote 
their partisan interests—the pro-Nasser, the pro-Soviet and 
the pro-Western. The last named has lost status since 
last July when the present Premier Abdel Karim Kassem 
led the army revolt that destroyed the monarchy. The 
other two camps are active—and frankly antagonistic. 


Previous to the July upheaval, Nuri-as-Said had for 
some years been Iraq's “strong man” and he had kept 
the country to good relations with the Western powers. 


There was, however, 


much underlying dissatisfaction 


which seems to have based upon the notion that Iraq was 
not being modernized as quickly as she should be and that 
she remained out of line with the growth of ideas of 


Arab nationalism. 


Other causes for the revolt which resulted in the 
deaths of Nuri-as-Said, the young King Feisal and Crown 
Prince Abdul llah dre somewhat obscure although personal 


ambitions no doubt played 


their part in the tragedy. 


Anyhow, Abdel Karim Kassem seized power and was 
immediately faced with the problem of how to deal with 
the -various factions in the country and their protagonists 
abroad. A liberal policy, including land reform, was 
initiated at home but met with only small success in 
view of the opposition of vested interests. 


The Kassem Government began to show signs of drift- 


ing toward the Communist camp. 


On January 3 this year 


trade agreements between Iraq and Soviet Russia and Red 
China went into effect. The Communists began working 
hard to sway Premier Kassem to their side and assumed 
a critical attitude toward those elements who had hoped 
that his advent to power would mean a boost for Pan- 
Arabism and Egyptian President Nasser’s leadership. Both 
the Communists and the Nasserists are desirous of renovat- 
ing the Arab world, but the event in Iraq suggests that 
the former believe that Nasser’s leadership is a hindrance 
and not a help toward their ultimate objective—the bolshevi- 
zation of the Arab states. The development of the situation 


in Iraq, therefore, provides 


an important lesson as to 


what may be expected in other Arab countries. 

People who think that the assistance given by the 
Communists to the Arab nationalist movement in the past 
was given out of affection for Pan-Arabism itself are likely 
to find themselves much mistaken. Toying with the Arab 


nationalist movement 


s only too evidently been adopted 


because the Reds believed it would prove a useful tool 
in furthering Communist penetration into a new group of 
countries and in causing embarrassment to the Western 


powers, 
The 


of Red pressure in Iraq must not be 


underestimated. The Reds have been preparing the ground 
for some time past, and they are entrenched themselves 


in some effective quarters. 
The 


Mosul-based insurrection led by Colonel Abdul 


Wahab Shawaf claims to have for its object the crushing 
of the “new tyrants” and it is believed to have the support 
of some leaders who are animated by Arab nationalist 
ideas but repudiate communism and all its works. What- 
ever results from this flare-up, it seems certain that the 
prevailing uncertainty as to where Iraq stands in the 
international picture cannot remain indefinitely. 
Probably most people had expected a Communist coup 
by now which would have aligned Iraq definitely with 
the Red bloc. Whether such a coup, if it comes, would 
be accepted by Premier Abdel Karim Kassem, or. would 
lead to.his downfall, can only bé a subject for speculation. 


The situation is both complicated and dangerous, but 
the Iragis must work out their own destiny. Any inter- 
ference from the Western powers is absolutely ruled out 
although it can only be expected that Moscow will not be 
satisfied until the country is gathered into the Communist 


mp. 

If the Kassem Government can defeat all revolutionary 
comers, either from the left or the right, and free itself 
from Moscow’s toils, there may be a good chance for a 
progressive administration despite the bloody coup which 


originated it. . 


Iraq needs a return to sound parliamentary institutions, 
fair and reasonable land distribution, the removal of the 


sheiks’ 


political and economic domination over the 


peasantry and the elimination of the chronic unemploy- 


ment in the towns. Such 


a program ought to have 


national support, but unfortunately Iraq is regarded by 
powerful interests as a pawn in international politics.

Toward Freer Currency 


Relaxation of Exchange Controls Inevitable but Complicated for Japan 


Japan’s reaction to the new 
in the world’s ad 
vanced areas precipitated by the 
partial restoration of currency 
convertibility in Europe ijast 
fall is like that of a man who 


' thnidly sticks his head out of 


the window to see how cold it is. 

Some observers maintain that 
the world’s currency and trade 
pattern will follow a trend to- 
ward liberalization and that the 
international trade race will be 
progressively intensified in the 
process. 

Others contend that liberaliza- 
tion of currency is not necer 
sarily synonymous with liberal. 
ization of trade, that all nations 
would tighten rather than 
suddenly relax controls over 
trade in order to maintain the 
value of liberalized currency. 


A suggested prescription for 
the first hypothesis would be 
for Japan to liberalize at the 
earliest possible date its con 
trol over currency and trade— 
reputed to be one of the 
strictest controls of its kind in 
the world, 


On the other hand, those 
holding the latter prospect 
voice a warning that Japan

should not embark on liberaliza- 
tion of foreign trade without 
full preparations on the ground 
that international environments 
surrounding Japanese trade are 
not so favorable and easy. 

They contend that although 
liberalization will be a natural 
course of action for future Ja- 
pan, it is not consistent with 
realities of present<lay Japan. 

Discussions pro and con are 
stil continuing animatediy. 
But Japanese Government offi- 
cials, bankers and businessmen, 
who have kept close watch on 
the developments in Europe for 
the past two months, have 
nearly come to an agreement of 
views that liberalization in “the 
long run is an inevitable world 
trend and that unless Japan 
does cope with it Wisely, this 
country will be left behind.

Fishing Industry 


The Soviet delegation present- 
ed the 12th plenary session of 
the Japan-Soviet Russia Fishery 
Committee with its plan to fur- 
ther restrict Japan’s fishing in 
northern waters. According to 
the Russian plan, Japan's fish- 
ing area will be reduced by 80 
per cent and, furthermore, the 
fishing season will be greatly 
shortened. In the succeeding 
two plenary sessions, the Rus- 
sian delegation failed to show 
any sign of compromise. Should 
Japan accept Russia's out- 
rageous bid, its northern fishing 
industry would be dealt a fatal 
blow. It is possible to say that 
the Soviet Union is trying to 
squeeze Japan's fishing industry 
out of the waters in an attempt 
to monopolize fishery resources. 
—Sankei Shimbun 


Movements in Africa 


A wave of nationalism is 
sweeping West and Central 
Africa. Africans aspire for in- 
dependence. The recent riots 
were motivated by this yearn- 
ing for independence and by re- 
sentment of white dominance in 
Africa. No one would oppose 
Africa's aspirations for inde- 
pendence. But the question is 
whether Africans are capable of 
self-administration at the pres- 
ent. We hope leaders of African 
nationalist movements will con- 
sider this and exert their efforts 
for a healthy growth of their 
movements.—Yomiuri Shimbun 


Over-Loan Situation 


The Finance Ministry recently 
instructed private banks 
throughout the country to re- 
medy their loan situation. Un- 
doubtedly, the Finance Minis- 
try issued its instruction in 
order to bring about the eco- 
nomy’s healthy and_ stable 
growth. In the directive, the 
banks were told to loan not 
more than 80 per cent of their 
deposits. At the same time they 
were told to adopt other meas- 
ures. However, in order to pre- 
vent banks from lending too 
much of their capital, it will be 
necessary for the ministry to 
take steps to check industrial 
companies from borrowing too 
heavily for expansion of their 
facilities. It is vital that the 
ministry facilitate capital in- 
crease and bond flotation by in- 
dustrial companies.—Nishi Nip- 
pon Shimbun (Fukuoka) 


Juvenile Crimes 


Crimes perpetrated by prima- 
ry, secondary and high school 


pupils have increased in Nagoya 
City and Mie Prefecture. And 
at the same time, the suicide 
rate among minors has increas- 
ed throughout the country. 
Greatly responsible for the de- 
plorable situation is the fact 
that the minors live in world of 
tension created by difficulties in 
passing entrance examinations 
and in obtaining suitable jobs. 
To remedy the deplorable situa- 
tion, police guidance is needed, 
But police guidance will not be 
sufficient for the purpose. Pa- 
rents and school teachers are 
urged to have more contact with 
minors in order to get acquaint 
ed with their problems. This ap- 
proach may help prevent minors 
from resorting to delinquency.

Water Pollution 


Two laws pertaining to water 
pollution have become effective 
since March 1. The one is design- 
ed to prevent water of rivers, 
ports and harbors and lakes 
from being polluted and the 
other is the Factory Drainage 
Law. With the two laws now 
effective, it will become easy for 
quarters concerned to prevent 
the occurence of disputes be- 
tween industries and fishermen 
over water poilution.

These authorities include the 
Finance Ministry, the Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry Min- 
istry, the Economic Planning 
Agency and the Bank of Japan. 
However, there are two fac 
tors that make this study highly 
difficult and complicated. 
factor is that Japan's import 
control system now in force is 
heavily burdened with the task 
of. protecting many industries 
from foreign competition, in 
addition to its proper duty of 


‘securing stability of Japan's in- 


ternational balance of trade ac- 
counts, 

As typically seen in the case 
of raw cotton, the Japanese 
Government can have a deci 
sive control over cotton and 
other industries in carrying out 
its industrial policies, such as 
increasing or reducing produc- 
tion equipment, through allo 
cation of foreign currency 
funds for import of raw mater- 
ials. 

This means that foreign ex- 
change control in this country 
functions, at the same time, as 
an Industrial policy. 

Accordingly, alterations ‘ in 
the foreign exchange and for- 
eign trade policies naturally 
will extend to review of the 
entire industrial policies includ- 
ing agriculture. As the Japa- 
nese economy, so to speak, Is 
of such delicate constitution 
that it is liable to catch cold 
when exposed, windows should 
not be opened too wide with- 
out due precaution. 

Another factor which com- 
plicates the problem is the scar- 
city of foreign exchange re- 
serves in the underdeveloped 
areas where Japan hopes to cul- 
tivate new markets. 


Revisions in Law 

Although Southeast Asian and 
Latin American countries are 
hopeful markets for Japanese 
goods, they cannot import from 
Japan unless Japan buys what 
they have to offer. 

For Japan, it means that we 
must import first from our pros- 
pective customers. We can’t 
forsake them just because we 
can get a better bargain from 
other countries. This, however, 
would be a serious violation of 
the basic rule of free trade, 
which guarantees purchase of 
commodities from any country 
in the world which offers the 
lowest price. . 

Fortunately for Japan, there 
is sufficient time to consider the 
matter since even in Europe, 
restrictions on trade and cur- 
rency conversion are not yet 
completely removed. 

What the Government should 
do at this time is to make some 
technical revisions in the laws 
and regulations toward the 
direction of easing the control 
on foreign exchange, while 
forming basic policies in pre- 
paration for the day when world 
trade is conducted on a com- 
pletely free basis. 

The European changes in 
their economic system with the 
eventual aim of seizing control 
over international economics 
have deeply impressed Japanese 
Government authorities and 
financial leaders. 


Must Check Abroad 

In order to cope with this 
harsh situation, it is essential 
for Japan to check precisely 
the overseas competitive pow- 
er of each branch of her domes- 
tic industry. It is also essen- 
tial to work out and implement 
a systematic policy for struc- 
tural improvement of the do- 
mestic industry. Such an ap- 
proach should be ‘made by re- 
newing equipment, disposing of 
idle facilities and disbursing 
Government subsidies as well 
as by rationalizing the customs 
structure. This is the way Gov- 
ernment and business leaders 
think of the matter. 

The policy of safeguarding 
the domestic industry by means 
of exchange control must be 
pushed into the background. 

And also something must 
be done to eliminate such con- 
tradictions as is shown typical- 
ly in the fact that the Govern- 
ment is buying up wheat from 
domestic farmers for '¥36,700 
per ton while purchasing it 
from importers for ¥28,000. 

Such consideration leads to 
the conclusion that some time 
will be required before the 
Japanese economy becomes 
“immune against cold” even 
when its “windows” are widely 
opened to foreign countries. 

But it is doubly certain that 
this problem will remain most 
important for several years to 
come, at least, for the Japanese 
economy.

The Tail Wags the Dog 


SAIGON—If you are one of 
those persons who enjoy unna- 
tural sightse—if you have thus 
far missed seeing the tail that 
wags the dog then South Viet- 
nam is just the place for you. 

During my current visit to 


Saigon the resources of the Gov- 


ernment including army trans- 
portation facilities, money, po- 
lice, et al are being mobilized 
to assist the Catholic church in 
organizing impressive parades 
and pageantry in honor of the 
visiting Papal Nuncio, Cardina: 
Agagianian. Schools have been 
closed and thousands from the 
provinces have been transport- 
ed to Saigon by army trucks. 
Had such an event taken 
place in Spain or Italy it would 
be accepted as normal. But 
South Vietnam is about 90 per 
cent Buddhist. However the 
President of South Vietnam is 
a devout Catholic who seems 
determined to transform his 
country, despite popular senti- 
ment to the contrary, into an 
Asian Catholic theocracy. 


During the same week the 
anniversary of the Buddha also 
occurred—one of the most im- 
portant events of the Buddhist 
calendar. Not only did the Gov- 
ernment refrain from offering 
any observable support to the 


Buddhist clergy, my Vietnamese 


friends informed me that the 
Government controlled radio 
made disparaging remarks on 
the “backwardness of Bud- 
dhism.” 


As was to be expected the 
radio propaganda services of 
Communist North Vietnam were 
taking full advantage of the 
situation, accusing the South 
Vietnamese regime of anti-Bud- 
dhism. 


In so many other ways, life 
in this tortured land proceeds 
in a gravitydefying manner. 
The economic situation con- 
tinues to be far from attaining 
any semblance of balance; 70 
per cent of the Government's 
revenues come from American 
aid funds. Without it chaos 
and collapse would take place 
in short order. 


Life and property have now 
become fairly safe within the 
city of Saigon but local resi- 
dents unanimously claim that 
after nightfall the surrounding 
countryside becomes open prey 
for all sorts of law ele- 
ments; Vietminh groups, ban- 
dits, armed groups of the for- 
mer sects, etc. Despite this som- 
ber picture of South Vietnam 
both Vietnamese fore 
residents insist that things are 
gradually improving. 

Trade unionism is in its in- 
fancy and is inevitably affected 
by the authoritarian character 
of government rule.

Blowup 


BEIRUT ({AP)—TIraq has 
been one of the Middle East's 
Liggest question marks ever 
since Premier Abdel Karim 
Kassem led an army revolt that 
cut down the monarchy last 
July 14, 


For a a Iraq, led by 
its political strongman Nuri 
Said, had been the West's 
strongest bastion in the Middle 
East. But Nuri was killed “as 
he attempted to flee disguised 
as a woman, young King Faisal 
was shot to death in his palace 
and his uncle, Crown Prince 
Abdul DTlah, was torn to pieces 
by a mob. | 

That left Kassem in power in 
the oil-rich nation, and the 
West wondered which way he 
would turn—to President Nas- 
fer of the United Arab Repub 
lic and his brand of Arab na- 
+ gate or to the Commu- 

ts. 


Kassem spent his first months 
in office trying to consolidate 
his rule. Oil, the backbone of 
Iraq's economy and the source 
cf the money for its develop- 
ment stuck to _ its go 
agreements and continued ° 
lections. 

The new regime started a 
land distribution program, 
Slashed rents—at the expense 
of property owners—and at- 
tempted: to take power from 
the traditional masters of rural 
Iraq, the sheiks. But develop- 
ment projects lagged and unem- 
ployment increased, arousing 
public discontent. 

Only six weeks after the 
revolt, Kassem was already far 
out on his tightrope. He re- 
moved his fellow conspirator, 
Col. Abdel Salem Aref, as de- 
uty commander of the armed 
oreces and sent him off to 
West Germany as ambassador. 
Aref had been traveling 
throughout Iraq making fiery 
nationalist speeches in favor of 
Nasser and his concept of Arab 
unity. 

Early in October Kassem 
smashed a revolt plot by sup- 
porters of Aref. The latter, 
who had returned from West 
Germany secretly, was jailed. 

It began to appear that Kas- 
sem’s Government, instead of 
following the soldier-Premier’s 
announced plan to stay com- 
pletely free of influence by Nas- 
ser, the West or the Com- 
munist, was drifting closer to 
the Communists. 

Iraq signed an economic 


agree- 
ment with Communist East Ger- 


many on Oct. 26. Early in De- 
cember it was that the 
Soviet Union would supply jets, 
tanks and arms to Kassem. 

On Dec. 15 U.S. Assistant Sec- 
retary of State William Roun- 
tree was showered with mud- 
balls and eggs as he arrived for 
talks with Kassem during a

States blamed Communists for 


the attack. Baghdad's _ieft- 
wing press waged an anti-Amer- 
ican campaign 


. agreements 
between Iraq and the Soviet 
Union and Communist China 
went into effect. 

There were persistent reports 
of clashes between Communists 
and Arab nationalists. However, 
most of the reports came .via 
Cairo. Nasser himself began @ 
crackdown on Communists in 
Syria. He brought home the 
pilots he had sent to Iraq to 
train the Iraqi Air Force to fly 
its Soviet jets. 

Baghdad. announced Feb. 7 
that Aref was sentenced to 
death for plotting to overthrow 
the Government. This was fol- 
lowed by the resignation of a 
group of pro-Nasser Cabinet 
ministers, and their replace- 
ment by men who leaned far to 
the left. Indications mounted 
that Kassem was leaning more 
and more on the Communists 
for support against the pro- 
Nasser faction. 

Much of the army was re- 
ported dissatisfied with the 

wing power of the Iraqi 
matron SPE Observers conclud- 
ed that a blowup was not far 


for support from their mem- 
bership than on their politica: 
connections. Most labor leaders 
are dependent on subsidies 
from the Government, interna- 
tional organizations, the U-S.

The CVTC is more or 
less a Government-sponsored 
organization—it is said that its 
policies are determined by the 
brother of President Ngo Dinh 
Diem who is regarded as the 
top Government policy-maker. 


The funds necessary to sus- 
tain its large staff and impres- 
sive offices are not obtained 
from union dues. The CVTC 
also happens to be a big busi- 
ness enterprise, With vern- 
ment help it has obtained a 
monopoly of the sale of coffee 
and the basic Vietnamese food 
ingredient, “nuoe man;” it con- 
trols a number of warehouses, 
erects housing subdivisions and 
operates a large automobile in- 
surance company. 

The CVTC is affiliated to 
the International Confederation 
of Christian Workers—a Catho- 
lic-dominated movement, al- 
though 90 per cent of its mem- 
bership and most of the union 
leadership is non-Catholic, 


The Confederation Syndicale | 
des Travailleurs du Vietnam- 
CSTV (Trade Union Confedera- 
tion of Vietnamese Workers) 
with an unknown number of 
adherents, is a flamboyant or- 
ganization whose membership 
is largely concentrated in the 
Cholon district of Saigon where 
it has enrolled the support of a 
large number of peddlers, street 
hawkers, squatters, Chinese. as- 
sociations, ete. It also has 
some membership among legitt- 
mate worker categories. 

The Union Ouvriere du Viet- 
nam — UOV (Labor Union of 
Vietnam) comes closest to re- 
sembling a legitimate trade 
union. Unlike the others the 
UOV has not received any Gov- 
ernment or American subsidies; 
as an affiliate of the Interna- 
tional Confederation of Free 
Trade Unions it has and con- 
tinues to receive assistance 
from this body. The UOV 


ign claims. &@ membership of over 


53,000 which includes former 
civil service employes and 
agricultural workers, 


The Government authorities 
has professed a sympathy and 
support for Vietnam's fledgling 
labor movement and, thus far, 
has permitted it to operate 
within certain designated limits. 
In the final analysis the future 
of trade unionism in Vietnam is 
closely linked with the success 
or failure of the efforts of this 
small divided nation to attain 
some viable degree of political 
and economic stability.
